PRAGUE REFUSES 
TO WEAKEN STAND 


Czechs Are Figuratively 
Holding Their Breath 
Until Saturday Night. 


PRAGUE, Sept. 27.—(7)—(Via 
NBC)—Czechoslovakia figurative- 
ly is holding her breath until Sat- 
urday night, knowing that no 
week end in her 20-year history 
has held greater possibilities of 
calamity. 

As it seems now, it must be war 
or peace. The war-born republic 
faces an ultimatum by Reichsfueh- 
rer Hitler to surrender her exten- 
sive borderlands by October 1 or 
suffer the consequences. 

Even Czechoslovaks, who have 
been great optimists through the 
weeks of negotiating the Sudeten 
German issue, fear now that there 
is grave possibility of war—that 
artillery will be roaring along the 
Bohemian border next Sunday, 
warplanes swarming over indus- 
trial centers, their nation in the 
midst of a life and death struggle. 

With troops on the frontier and 
with fortifications fully manned, 
Czechoslovakia gave no indication 
that she was considering capitula- 
tions to the German demand. 

(In London, the Czechoslovak 
minister, Jan Masaryk, disclosed 
his government flatly had reject- 
ed the German terms.)

Experts Predict ‘Victors’ in War 
To Face Economic, Social Chaos 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—(4)% 
Experts here predicted today that 
if Europe plunged into a general 
war, no nation would emerge a 
victor. 

Based on the assumption that 
Germany, Italy and perhaps other 
nations would battle England, 
France, Russia, Czechoslovakia, 
and some smaller countries, a 
survey of highly informed opinion 
showed virtually unanimous 
agreement on the following pre- 
dictions: 

Czechoslovakia would be bat- 
tered into submission long before 
effective aid could be offered by 
England, France and Russia. 

Germany, with Italy and any 
other allies, would succumb even- 
tually to superior resources in a 
war of attrition like that of 1914- 
1918. 

The nominal victors, however, 
then would face economic and so- 
rcial chaos.

Two more counties yesterday 
joined the ranks of those refusing 
Eugene Talmadge’s request for a 
recount of Septem) er’ 14 primary 


ballots, bringing to 29 the num- 
ber of Democratic executive com-. 
mittees which have rejected. his 
contest of the senatorial election | 
results, 

The former Governor lost his 
appeal in Ben Hill and Schley 
counties, and only three remained 
on the list of places where he 
challenged the vote given Senator 
George, who was renominated. 
Talmadge did not appear at either 
of yesterday’s hearings. 

One of the three remaining 
counties is Lamar (Barnesville), 
where President Roosevelt first 
put the name of Senator George 
on his “purge” list. The other two 
are Evans and Liberty. A contest 
originally filed in Rabun county 
was withdrawn. 

Talmadge charged violation of | 
the election laws, ballot box | 
stuffing and other irregularities | 
as the basis of his petitions for a | 
recount. So far no county has | 
granted his request and he was | 
expected 1o carry an appeal be-| 
fore the state Democratic conven- | 
tion at Macon October 5. 

Several of the counties turning 
down the contest sent the former 
Governor bills for expenses incur- 
red in assembling their executive 
committees for a hearing. Tal- 
madge made no comment on the 
bills, which now total $214.50.

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IN BOLD RELIEF 


In retrospect, two things stand out in bold 
relief among the kaleidoscopic events of the 
last week in Europe. They are personal, and for 
that reason obscured in the more material as- 
pect of the clash of principles. 

The first, because it involves more people, is 
the stern self-discipline of the Czechoslovak 
people. In days when death was real and death 
was earnest they have not faltered. It is per- 
haps a mistake to say that they have adopted 
a fatalistic attitude. It is not that. It is more 
a resolute unity of purpose. From this distance 
the realities of impending doom seem vague, 
but it is not so there. Prague has been darken- 
ed at night, and only the eerie blue lights at 
the street corners and on automobiles lessen 
the stygian black. Fear breeds in the darkness; 
a darkness that may hide bomb-loaded planes 
above an old city. When man can see he is 
less afraid. He knows, then, where danger lies. 
He can see it, and, seeing it, feel that he has 
more of a chance to avoid it. But in the dark- 
ness men’s hearts contract. Then come the 
dangers of the unknown, the unseen. And 
here a people face a mightier foe than they 
unafraid, resigned and determined to face these 

‘dangers that their war-born republic might 
exist. A people who dream of liberty for a 
thousand years will not lose it easily. 

It is difficult to conceive, in this country, the 
shock that came when the Czech government 
capitulated to the Chamberlain pressure. Weep- 
ing crowds walked the streets. But there was 
no disorder. Then came mobilization, accom- 
plished quickly and without demonstration 
other than that of human beings bidding fare- 
well to loved ones in an hour that might be 
their last. Bravery such as this is seldom seen. 
Fortitude such as this is almost unknown. Love 


THURMAN AND NATHAN If Arnold does go after the elder, 
it won’t be the first time that his 
original projects have startled someone. Recently, he had United 
States Housing Administrator Nathan Straus, a precise-minded man 
ambitious only to build more housing, regularly rocking on his heels. 
Arnold wanted to make a dramatic gesture against. the high 
prices of heavy industry’s products. His notion was that the gov- 
ernment should take a house, by way of example, and try to beat 
down the cost of every overpriced material called for in the con- 
struction of that house.

So Straus firmly told Arnold that 
he was satisfied; that $1,250 a room was the cost limit placed by 
congress on his housing, and that, in the most recent New York 
project, the cost had been only $1,000 a room. Arnold is still con- 
sidering a sortie against the steel and cement industries, but not 
with Straus. 


THE BIGGEST JOKE The oddness of some of Arnold’s schemes 


should not be allowed to obscure his real. 
value. Since taking over the anti-trust division, he has made things 
hum. A Japish fellow, he loves to astonish everyone, and, being a 
former mayor of Laramie, Wyo., he has a plainman’s taste for large- 
ness in his jokes. The best joke he can think of, so far as one can 
tell, is honest, thorough enforcement of the anti-trust laws for the 
first time in American history. As that happens to be his job, the 
gain is all the government’s, even though some industries may smile 
a little lopsidedly. 

What is more, though his biggest joke is upsetting to some in- 
dustries,. he gets along very well with industrialists. His dealings 
with the businessmen have been extremely sensible. He has told 
them, in public and private, ‘We want to enforce the law, and we’re 
going to try. We also want you to know what the law is, so we’re 
going to work it out with you as much as we can.” 

Of course, his work as assistant attorney general, while better 
supported and more picturesque, is no more efficient than Bob 
Jackson’s was, for example. He suffers under the same handicap 
that Jackson did—an entirely insufficient staff and appropriation. 
But, with all the entertaining hullabaluo he is raising, he may man- 
age to get ellough more men and enough more money to make his 
big joke ecome true.

THE PRESIDENT TRIES AGAIN! 

With armies and all the lethal machines of . 
war awaiting the signal to attack, President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt last night made a dra- 
matic and final plea for peace. 

The President of the most powerful neutral 
country in the world replied to Adolf Hitler’s 
answer to the original request for peace deliv- 
ered two days ago to Germany and Czecho- 
slovakia. 

It was the most powerful effort for peace 
in a day devoted largely to preparation for 
immediate war. : 

In it the President forcefully called atten- 
tion to the obvious fact that consideration now 
must not be for something in the past but for 
the present and the future. 


He asked for mediation in a neutral Euro- 
pean country and expressed the belief that 


problems could be solved without the horror 
and destruction of war. 
If today the German chancellor withholds 
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portance as to justify the use of a 
preliminary flash. 


his order to attack at 7 o’clock this morning 
if once more the machinery of peace is set in 
operation; if out of it comes a peaceful solu- 
tion, then Franklin D. Roosevelt will have been 
of supreme service to the world and to all hu- 
manity. 

The plea gives to Adolf Hitler his only 
chance at “face-saving,” a factor to which the 
Germans give almost: as much value as the 
orientals. If there is within him any desire 
for peace this is his opportunity to halt and 
work out the problems about the conference 
table without tremendous loss of life and prop- 
erty in his own nation and that of his allies 
and opponents. 

This plea by the President of the United 
States places the issue for peace squarely 
within the nervous hands of the Austrian who 
enlisted as a private in the German army of 
1914, who became chancellor of the German 
Reich and restored it to power. 

If this plea for world peace does halt the 
armies and the guns, then once and for all 
should be settled the proposition of whether 
or not America shall keep silent no matter 
what the events of Europe. 

President Roosevelt’s first plea was not “in- 
terference” in European affairs. Only a prej- 
udiced mind could so conceive it. This nation 
does not wish war. The people of America do 
not believe they are called upon to participate 
in another European war. President Roosevelt 
patently does not seek to involve this nation 
or any of its agencies in the conduct of war. 
No nation in Europe believed his plea to be any 
assurance of support by the United States. 

Being a statesman, being a humanitarian, 
being head of a great nation which believes in 
peace, it was the duty of the President to place 
the moral force of this nation behind any and 
all efforts for peace. The messages might have 
been delivered through the ordinary channels 
of the Secretary of State. Mr. Roosevelt un- 
doubtedly, and probably properly, believed a 
direct message from the head of this nation 
to that of another would prove more effective. 

At any rate, when darkness fell yesterday 
on America and when midnight approached in 
Europe, there was no single ray of light in the 
darkness of gathering war, no slight hope for 
peace. A few hours later, but a short time 
before the “zero” hour, the President spoke 
and there was a slight hope for peace. 

If it fails nothing has been lost. If it suc- 
ceeds much has been gained. Once again the 
voice of America is the voice of peace and of 
humanity. 


LABOR NEGOTIATION 

The great value of the negotiation machin- 
ery set up in the railroad industry is demon- 
straged in the series of delays which have saved 
this country from a complete tie-up of rail traf- 
fic, with its inevitable disruption of economic 
life. 

Despite the heavy inroads of other forms of 
freight and passenger transport, the railroads 
today carry two-thirds of the nation’s traffic 
and a stoppage of these wheels of commerce 
would bring hardship and suffering to many 
as well as a vital blow to industry. Coal and 
oil, for instance, upon which the public depends 
for heat and power, move almost entirely by 
rail. It is not difficult to picture the suffering 
that would result when reserve stocks of fuel 
were exhausted. .

For the sake of humanity all 
these things were cast overboard like jetsam 
by this Englishman of almost 70 years. In a 
discussion of principle the world is all too 
quick to forget the greatest measure of per- 
sonal bravery. . ' | 


WOMEN IN INDUSTRY 


Women in industry and business fare better 
during depression years than do men, a recent 
survey by the women’s bureau of the United 
States Department of Labor indicated. The 
pattern was general, for in some industries men 
improved their position because of technological 
factors. 

The men suffered mainly for the reason that 
heavy industriés in which men predominate 
were more seriously affected by economic fac- 
tors than were the lighter industries in which 
a larger proportion of women are employed. 

In the textile industry, however, the survey 
revealed that women lost ground to men under 
the stress of contracting business. This is 
cushioned, however, by the fact that men in 
most instances constitute the chief wageearn- 
ers. 

The data covered eight states employing 55 
per cent of all women employed in manufac- 
turing industries of the country, and may be 


taken as a fair picture of conditions throughout 
the nation.

HENLEIN’S TREASON 
(From The Richmond Times-Dispatch.) 

If anybody ever deserved arrest on a charge 
of treason, Konrad Henlein does. He has fled 
to Germany, and consequently is out of Prague’s 
reach, but he is a traitor to his country, and no 
mistake. 

Henlein tried to deceive the Czechoslovakian 
government for years concerning his real inten- 
tions. Professing to be-a loyal citizen of that 
government, he was all the while building up to 
just what has happened, namely, a demand for 
dismemberment of the country. 

When Prague agreed to grant seven of the 
eight Karlsbad demands, thus far beyond any- 
thing Henlein had ever mentioned two years be- 
fore, the leader of the Sudetens replied with 
armed rebellion against the government, using 
machine guns and other weapons smuggled in 
from Germany. When the government sought to 
put down the rebellion, Henlein’s answer was a 
demand for union of the Sudetenland With Nazi- 
dom. 

This is the man who, in 1936, was represented 
as “bitterly resentful” because the victories of the 
Sudetens in the elections of the preceding year 
were hailed as a “Nazi victory.” No wonder 
Prague has ordered his arrest on charges of 
treason. .

After experiencing 2,400 miles 
of highway in southern states and 
in Ohio, Pennsylvania, Maryland 
and West Virginia, we are im- 
pressed with the fact that, techno- 
crats to the contrary notwithstar i- 
ing, there is no danger of man- 
kind’s running out of work. About 


half of the highways of the coun- 
try, we believe, need to be done 
over. Either their surfaces are 
worn with travel or weather or 
they are unsuited in width and 
grading and banking to the new 
speeds. Good highways are no 
longer a luxury. They are a ne- 
cessity, if automobile travel is to 
be as efficient and comfortable as 
the universal use of automobiles 
requires. The building of these 
good highways and the keeping of 
them good is of itself a task big 
enough to postpone for many years 
the awful technocritic judgment 
day when all of us must take in 
each other’s washing to have 
enough work to do. 


The National Safety Council 
lists “youthfulness of the driver” 
as ore of the principelcauses of 
automobile accidents. How much 
youthfulness is dangerous the 
council doesn’t report. Some ob- 
servers would incline to say day- 
thing under about 25 years. To 
drive an automobile requires not 
only knowledge and physical 
knack but character. The charac- 
ter that makes people take re- 
sponsibility soberly, that expresses 
itself in patience, law-abiding, 
good judgment, and respect for 
the rights of others. The charac- 
ter which some of the young peo- 
ple between the ages of 16 and 25 
who are permitted to drive haven’t 
got. 

If we were an innkeeper or a 
filling station operator, we would 
want our inn to face east and our 
filling station to be on the right- 
hand side of the road, leaving 
town. Inns facing west look hot 


in the sun and discourage trav- 
elers who arrive in the afternc ‘n 
as most of them do; and filling 
stations located on the left require 
cutting across the road to reach 
and unless they are on the right 


side leaving town are not as like- 
ly to be patronized because people 
tend to buy gas as they ‘eave 
rather than as they arrive at a 
place. 


The need of discriminating be- 
tween proposed public expendi- 
tures deserves emphasis at this 
time, it seems to us. On one side 
are too many who favor all sorts 
of expenditures merely because 
the money can be had and because 
the spending means purchases, 
contracts and temporary work. On 
the other side are too many who 
are stubbornly opposed” to all new 
public expenditures, who put their 
natur:1 dislike of paying taxes 
ahead of their sense of public need 
and long-time economy, and who 
forget in their desire to save mon- 
ey the civilization for which the 
money is supposed to be saved.

LONDON, Sept. 27.—()—Great | 


.Britain’s weary Prime Minister, 


Neville Chamberlain tonight called | 
on the far-flung British empire to 
prepare for war—if fight it must. 

As his - words were carried | 
around the world, King George | 
and the privy council decreed the | 
nation in a “state of emergency” | 
because of threatened war. 

In a six-minute broadcast 
Chamberlain held out little hope | 
of further mediation with Adolf 
Hitler, who demands a large slice 
of Czechoslovakia by Saturday, 
but said he would try for peace 
“until the last moment.” 

‘The British nation meanwhile 
was feverishly preparing for the| 
eventualities of war, backing up 
Chamberlain’s plea for more men 
in the territorial urmy (home 
guard). the police forces and in 
air raid precautions organizations. | 

Women Called Out. | 

Britain, jolted from her dream | 
of peace and security, rushed 
preparations for war and defense 
with dramatic thoroughness. 

Even tonight 25,000 women be- 
tween the ages of 18 and*50 were 
called into service as truck driv- 
ers, clerks, cooks and  orderlies. 
Thousands of men worked in the 
rain to arm the British Isles, dig 
trenches, construct bombproof 
dugouts, and hundreds of other 
tasks. 

Two of London’s biggest sub- 
way lines deep underground were 
closed tonight on a few hours’ no- 
tice for “urgent structural repairs.” 

As in the last World War, sub- 
ways would be used to shelter part 
of London’s vast population if 
European bombers swoop over the 
British capital. 

United States Ambassador Jo- 
seph R. Kennedy recommended | 
that excited American  tourists| 
thronging London go home “in| 
view of the complicated situation | 
prevailing in Europe.” Steamship | 
agencies were besieged by Ameri- 
cans seeking passage to the United 
States. 

Trans-Atlantic lines reported 
they had booked every available 
space until October 15. 

Earlier in the day, Ambassador 
Kennedy for the first time during 
the crisis visited King George in 
Buckingham Palace, spending a 
half-hour with the monarch. 

King Counsels. 

Through Queen Elizabeth at the 
dedication in Glasgow of a huge 
passenger liner named in her hon- 
or, the King counseled his people 
to “keep cool heads and brave 
hearts.” 

Strict control over trading was 
placed on the London Stock Ex- 
change and arrangements made for 
closing the market in event of war.
